A Tentative Millage Rate of 9.1104 mills is broken down as follows:

GENERAL FUND 6.8664 mills
FINES & FORFEITURE FUND 2.0000 mills
EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES FUND 0.1647 mills
HEALTH DEPARTMENT TAXES 0.0793 mills
TOTAL 9.1104 mills

9.1104 mills needed to fund the budget is greater than the rolled-back rate of 8.7573 mills by a margin of
4.03%. 9.1104 mills is expected to generate ad-valorem tax revenue of approximately $9,197,195; an
increase from the prior year of $444,026.00, due to an increase in property values.
